“Resolved, that it is the, duty of the 
government authorities to promote the 
establishment and maintenance of mu- 
nicipal sanitariums in which tubercu- 
lar patients may be isolated from their 
relatives and the public, and where they 
may be placed under suitable conditions 
for the cure or arrest of the disease.” 

Resolutions were adopted to. the fol- 
lowing effect: 

“That it is the duty of health boards 
to repress this disease; that to facilitate 
the early diagnosis of this disease,.it is 
the duty of every municipality to pro- 
vide laboratory facilities for the mircro- 
scopic and bacteriologic examination of 
sputa, and that the systematic efforts 
be made for the education of the public 
in relation to the curability of tuwbercu- 
losis through the circulation of pamph- 
lets, holding health conventions aiid or- 
ganization of local and State societies 
for the suppression of the disease.”’

SOON TO OPEN. 


Unique ‘Amusement Park is 
Being Prepared. 


Saucer Bicycle Track Part of 
the Scheme. | 


No Intowicante to be Sold on 
New Grounds. 


A big feature in the amusement line 


j has been planned, promoted, and put 


well on the way towards completion 
within the past few weeks, so quietly 


| that the first public announcement is 


made of it here. 

It is the establishment of unique 
amusement gardens on a strictly tem- 
perance basis at a point on the Long 
Beach line only a short distance out- 
side the southern city limits. The new 
place will be known as “The Seal Gar- 
dens.” 

The enterprise is under the manage- 
ment of E. Pickering of Denver, who 
for the past year was the ot 
the famous “Salt Palace” at Salt Lake 
City; and C. R. Caudle, a deputy 
United States surveyor of this city. 
Thousands of dollars are being expended 
in the enterprise, and another attrac- 
tion which will doubtless prove a 
drawing one is soon to be thrown open 
to the people of the city, as well as 
adding to the points of interest for the 
visitors and tourists. 

The Seal Gardens are located on a 
nine-acre section of the old Nadeau 
ranch, on property leased for a term 
of several years from Mrs. Mary Beli, 
a sister of George and J. F. Nadeau. 
The property lies on the east side of 
the Long Beach electric ‘line, and just 
south of Woodside avenue, to the 
south of Mrs. Bell's home. It is about 
a mile south of the Los Angeles city 
limits. It includes the handsome 
grove of large eucalyptus trees, which 
cover perhaps six acres of the land. 

WORK ALREADY DONE. 


A great transformation has taken 
place at this point within the past 
week, and the place already is shaping 
itself up as a park. A large section di- 
rectly adjoining the electric line has 
been cleared off, fenced, and its being 
laid out.to wide walks, ornamentat 
flower beds, lawns, and set to trees. A. 
feature of this adornment will be t 
transplanting in this section of twenty- 
eight stately old paim trees from the 
Nadeau homestead. 

In the southwest corner of the gar- 
dens an attractive pavilion 60x80 feet 
has been erected, and workmen were 
yesterday putting the finishing touches 
on this big - structure. It is raised 
from the ground about ten feet, and 
beneath it will be refreshment stands 
and tables and benches for the use vf 
those who wish to lunch there. In this 
connection the proprietors have planned 
for the erection of a large kitchen, tm 
which there will be a long range or 
furnace, for the use of pienickers who 
would boil eggs or make coffee | tea; 


_and there will be scores of teapots and 


coffee pots always on hand, ready for. 
the quick lunch, without cost’to the 
luncher. 

The pavilion itself has a good floor 
for dancers, and an elevated alcove 
has been built at.the western end for 
a band stand. 

Close to the pavilion will be - 
structed the seal tanks and fountains, 
and one ef the attractions of the place 
will be a herd of seals. Just to the 
north of the pavilion the managers of 
the gardens intend to erect a swim- 
ming pool, 100x150 feet, and this will De 
supplied with artesian water from a 
well which has been sunk on the 
place, and which gives an ample sup- 
ply of fine water. 

The eucalyptus grove is to be di- 
vided into two sections, and a half of 
it will be turned into a children’s 
playground. This will occupy the 


swings, merry-go-rounds, teter-boards 
and other attractions dear to the juve- 
nile heart. 

The other section of the grove will 
be kept for a general place of rest. and 
recreation. ts are to surround the 
trunks of many of the trees, and there 
will be winding walks and picturesque 
dellg and grottoes scattered through 
the woods. 

A broad avenue has been cleared out 
through the center of the tract, and 
at the farther end of this will be bullt 
an open-air stage, on which vaudevilie 
performances will be given nightly. 

Lovers of open-air music have not 
been forgotten in the plans for Seai 
Gardens. Mr. Pickering intends to se-

nightly concerts, in which solo work 
will be made a feature. 

TRACK. 

Back of the gardens proper is a sec- 
tion on which will be built a fine 
saucer track for bicycle races at a 
cost of $5000. This will be 309x222 feet, 
and will be an eight-lap track, the 
finest in the West. Already arrange- 
ments have been made to have the 
Seal Gardens velodrome attached to 
the western bicycle racing circuit. 
Among the talent who will be seen on 
the new saucer track during the com- 
ing season will be the Lawson broth- 


ers, Iver Lawson, known as “The Ter- |. 


rible Swede,” the Redman brothers, 
Hardy Downing and Burt Downing, 
Michael and “Major” Taylor, the cpi- 
ored man who has “made good” on the 
two-wheeled spectacular races. 

The amusements which “take” at 
the Salt Lake City Salt Palace will be 
passed along to Los Angeles, and 
many novelties are in store for the 
Seal Gardens. 

‘The various buildings are to be 
pushed along as rapidly as possibie, 
but it is expected that the gardens will 
be thrown open to the public within a 
short time, and as soon as they can be 
finished the various attractions will be 
opened, one by one. By the first of 
next week the big pavilion will be 
ready for use. 

The first event to take place at Seal 
Gardens will be a Maccabee reunion on 
the 20th of this month. This will be an 
all-day picnic of the Knights and La- 
dies of the Maccabees of Los Angeles 
and vicinity. 3 

A striking feature of the new place 
of amusement is that it is to be run 
strictly on temperance principles. Not 
a drop of any kind of intoxicating 
liquor is to be sold on the grounds, 
and no intoxicated persons will be ai- 
owed there. It is to be made a place 
where women can go and take their 
children with the knowledge that they 
will be perfectly free from annoyances 
occasioned by liquor drinking. There 
are strict clauses in the leases on this 
line, and any violation of these pro,is- 
ions cancels the rights of the lessees. 

The Pacific Electric has material on 
the ground for the erection of a pavii- 
ion station at ite tracks in front of 
the Seal Gardens, and it is preparing 
to haul the crowds to,this place. A 
cross switch will be put in there, so 
t local cars can be run from the 
c and back. A rate of 25 cents for 
thé round trip, including admission to 
thé gardens, has been arranged with 
the Pacific Electric Company, and a 
children’s rate of 15 cents will be made. 
The managers of the new enterprise 
have planned for laying out thousands 
of dollars in their various amusement 
features, and expect to make the Seai 
Gardens one of the popular attractions 
during the coming winter.

“Organized baseball” is about on its 
last legs on the Pacific Coast, if the 
latest news from San Francisco works 
out to its ultimate conclusion.

for & appears to be the real stuff and 
no less a personage than Manager Mor- 
ley of the Los Angeles ball team is 
really the cause of it. He returned 
home from San Francisco. yesterday 
and while he would not admit that the 
Coast league intended to withdfaw 
from the National agreement at the 
end of the season it was very plain 
from his remarks that the coast mag- 
nates had been doing a lot of hard 
thinking about the matter and from 
their latest move it can very easily 
be inferred that not much would be 
needed to swing them into line to 
“jump.” 
- The nsws that gives rise to these in- 
ferences is that President Bert of the 
Coast league is to go East in a few 
weeks to aitenda big league or national 
agreement meeting which will be held 
in New York, October 23. It is ex- 
pected that the condition of baseball 
in general and Coas: ball in particular 
will be very thoroughly gone over at 
that meeting. Just what instructions 
will be given Bert with which to con- 
duct the coast league business have 
not been formulated yet but Morley 
stated last night that Bert would de- 
mand that only one player be drafted 
from the Coast league instead of two 
and that any player drafted would cost 
the drafting chib $1500 cash, instead of 
$750 half cash as at present.

RYAN EN TOUR. 

William Jennings Bryan began, on 
uctober 3, a speechmaking tour of Ne- 
Braska. His first speech was made at 
Gretna, and was devoted almost en- 
tirely to State issues. In the afternoon 
he made a speech at South Omaha, 
most of his hearers being packing- 
house employés. “I need not tell 
you,” said Mr. Bryan in the South 
Omaha speech, “that I was delighted 
with the nomination at St. Louis.” 
By this Mr. Bryan evidently meant that 
it would be of no use for him to tell 
them he was delighted with the nomi- 
nation of Parker, for nobody would be- 
lieve it. “I opposed the nomination of 
Parker,” he continued, “because he did 
not stand for what we had been fight- 
ing for in Nebraska for eight years. I 
stand today for every docirine I have 
advocated. 
have not withdrawn from where I 
stood. I have not changed my poéition. 
I believed these things when I stood 
before you es a candidate, anc I be- 
lieve in them today. We got a good 
platform. The platform at St. Louis is 
bad only where it omits to state the 
party’ position on two questions—on 
the money question and the income 
tax.” 


If this is the manner in which Mr. 
Bryan proposes to support the Demo- 
cratic ticket in the campaign, there is 
no wonder that his political compa- 
triots would like to muzzle him if they 
could. He distinctly repudiates the 
head of the ticket and the principal is- 
sue upon which he (Parker) insists. 
By his famous gold telegram to the 
Democratic convention, Judge Parker 
made the maintenance of the gold 
standard one of the principal issues of 
the Democratic campaign.

AL 
A RROWS FROM 
. ‘THE LONG AGO. 


SALT LAKE WILL PRESERVE a 
HISTORIC SPOT. 
Unique Fissure Full of indian 
Relics in Canyon to be Made At- 
tractive—Hard-center Crossings 
Tried in This City—Fourteen- 
thousand-pound Crosses of Steel. 


Thousands of arrows shot by bands 
of Indians for possibly centuries pro- 
trude from a fissure several hundred 
feet long In the rocky walls of Arrow 
Cafion, about twenty’ miles from the” 
crossing of the Salt Lake Railroad 
over the Moapoa River. It is the in- 
tention of the company to make this 
cafion with its historic relics one of 
scenic attractions on the completion 
of the railroad. 

At a point where the perpendicular 
| wall of the cafion juts out about 200 
feet above the cafion bed, the thin, 
snake-like fiesure runs in the rock. 
Suecessive generations of Indians have 
gone to the place at regular intervais 
-and shot their gaily-befeathered ar- 
rows upward, fringed scarf 
unique in its oddity. e@ arrows are 80 
thick that little room is left for more, 
and owing to the lon of the fis- 
sure at a height of 200 feet and under 
the shelving wall, the relics, protected 
from the weather, have stuck where 
they were driven in uncounted years 


ago. 

Already relic hunters visiting 
the place and despoiling it of its 
treasures by shooting the arrows out 
with revolvers and rifies. In the sands 
of the bed of the cafion many arrow 
heads of various sizes and shapes are 
found buried. It is believed the In- 
dians visited this spot in connection 
with some rite. Crude, strange fig- 
ures have been cut them in the 
face of the rock wall. 

HARD CENTER CROSSINGS. 

The Los Angeles Rallway Company 
has introduced as an experiment, and 
will probably adopt, what are known 
as manganese steel or hard-center 
crossings for street intersect At 
First and Main the old crossing has 
been torn out and the new steel rali 
structure t in. e ubte 
cross w 14,000 pounds, a wille 
it came in eight pieces, it was ne _es- 
sary to put. it_all together at one side 
and then yank it into place on rollers. 
Temporary rails were placed at the 
crossing and the work car pulled it 
into position. Big jecks were placed 
under it to raise it sufficiently to ai- 
low the temporary rails to be with- 
dfawn, and it was then lowered onto 
the ties. The new construction is «a 
joy to the cholos, as formerly they 
had to carry the street crossings, piece 
by piece. d ng them along a foot 
at a time, driven by the sharp com- 
mands of the section boss, and encour- 
aged by their own melodious chorus. 
Such work is generally done in the 
early hours of the morning, after the 
cars have stopped running, and it is 
remarkable how much can be accom- 

lished by these crude laborers in a 
ta hours. The manganese steel, it is 
claimed, will do away with all pound- 
ing of cars at street crossings. .

SAN DIEGO. 
CHANGES IN CITY CHARTER. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, Oct. 4—Much of a 
year’s work of the Charter Amend- 
ment Committee of the City Council 
was rendered void last night when the 
City Council turned down two of the 
most important propositions recom- 
mended, one providing for a Common 
Council consisting of a board 
of nine members, and the other add- 
ing two members to the Board of 
Health, the additional men to be 
censed plumbers, or one plumber and 
one sanitary engineer. A motion re- 
ducing the City Board of Education 
from eightcen to nine members falled 
to carry. Although opposed by near-~- 
ly all the members of the boards the 
amendment providing for the consol- 
idation of the city and county offices 
of Assessor and Tax Coilector was 
adopted. One of the amendments pro- 
vides for the creation of a commission 
of parks. Another gives the Council’ 
power to fix the prices for telephones, 
gas and electric lights. The various 
amendments will be submitted to the 
people the first Saturday in January.
